April Bourgeois, prairie dog 
co-founder, says the dog’s success, 
like that of Vancouver's Georgia 
Straight or Toronto’s Now 
Magazine, is a reflection that peo- 
ple want to “read provocative, new 
views and not just the same old 
line.”

Getting rid of VLT’s and

lein’s government has bet on 
a bad thing: gambling. 

What started as church bingos 
has mushroomed into multi-mil- 
lion dollar gambling casinos, 
open seven days a week, where 
Albertans can lose every cent. 

In fact, with ATM machines in 
the middle of many of the sleazy 
casinos popping up like rotten 
toadstools around the province, 
you don’t have to leave a Klein 
Kasino to borrow money. You 
can do it with a bank card. 

The premier—lkes action. 
Always has. As a kid he enjoyed 
setting brush fires so he could 
see the pretty fire trucks arriv- 
ing (Calgary Herald, March 
15/95). Now he’s graduated to 
the big time. He’s getting people 
hooked on gambling so he can 
watch their life savings go up in 
smoke.

ISA commercials provide a fasci- 

nating glimpse into our society's 
psyche. They play on our desire for 
power, for belonging, for accep- 
tance. These commercials do not 
just promote a card, a buying tool, or 
even a lifestyle. 

They also provide consumers 
with a new mode of being, a spiri- 
tualization of consumerism. Think 
of the commercials that have run 
over the past year or so and you 
will see how integral a VISA card 
is to your life. 

Take the commercial where the 
young couple stumble upon the 
oasis that looks like some sort of 
Monte Carlo. They look at each 
other and the young man asks 
“Can we afford to?” and the young 
woman replies “Can we afford not 
to?” 

What allows them to “afford it” 
in this commercial is the VISA 
card, of course. The card allows us 
to enjoy, to indulge, to experience, 
to have. The question is never “can 
we afford it?” The only valid ques- 
tion is “Can we afford not to?” 

But there is another message 
running through this commercial. 
The couple arrive as outsiders-- 
this is a place where they do not 
belong. The card transforms them 
into people who do belong — a 
transubstatiation of sorts. The 
commercial sells more than the 
empowerment of a card, it sells 
belonging and wish fulfilment. 

And remember the commercial 
where a child is at a pet store 
choosing a dog while some thor- 
oughly goofy people are choosing 
the same dog. The goofy people 
are prevented from “getting” the 
dog because they flash the wrong 
card. The boy’s parents, on the 
other hand, happen to have the 
right card and the world unfolds as 
it should. : 

The traditional theme of power 
is once again present — those who 
have the card get, those who do

not have the card, do not get. But 
what is striking is the utter geek- 
ishness of the non-card bearers, 
Not to own a card becomes a Stig- 
ma, a mark which manifests itself 
in the person's being. If you do not 
own a card, then you are a goof. 

And now a new credit card is 
being advertised on television — 
the VISA II card. In the most 
recent incarnation of the commer- 
cial a hapless woman finds herself 
without the VISA II card and finds 
that she must pay more to get the 
Same goods as a person with the 
card. 

She picks up the chant begun in 
an earlier manifestation of this 
commercial — “cotta have one, 
cotta have one.” The man who in 
an earlier commercial did not have 
this potent and wonderful card, 
affirms that obtaining the card 
“changed my life.” 

This is a very strange commer- 
cial. 

Power again is at the forefront. 
The card allows you to get more 
for less. The person without the 
card becomes an outsider, some- 
thing of an outcast. What is fasci- 
nating are the religious connota- 
tions associated with the card. The 
person chants “cotta have one, 
cotta have one.” It is a mantra for 
consumerism. 

It is even more than that. The 
emphasis is displaced from things, 
consumable goods, to the thing 
getter, the card. And what of the 
person whose life was changed by 
a credit card? The credit card 
becomes a conversion experience. 

So what is VISA selling? Certain- 
ly not personal debt or contin- 
gency funds. They are selling a 
way of life, a conversion to an 
enabling power, an incorporation 
into a larger community. To be 
without the card is to stand power- 
less, forsaken, alone, without a 
sense of purpose or dignity. 

Indeed, “cotta have one” becom- 
es an imperative to preserve one’s 
very humanity. e

Doug Ianson, self-proclaim- 
ed CBC propagandist, gave SEE 
Magazine a behind-the-scenes 
tour similar to the one the public 
will get, except all the CBC cele- 
brities were home for Thanksgiv- 
ing, loosening their belts a notch 
when SEE stopped in 

Staff and volunteers will show 
the public how Standard television 
tricks are done, said Ianson, open- 
ing the door to just one of several 
closet-sized rooms where produc- 
tions are pieced together 

Have you ever been watching 
the news and wondered why the 
person in Edmonton being inter- 
viewed from the national news 
desk in Toronto has the same 
office as the person who was 
interviewed “last night from 
Edmonton?

Arthur Black, 
host of Basic Black will be on 
hand to help celebrate the 60th 
anniversary festivities. So will 
Stuart McLean, from Vinyl Cafe, 
Bill Richardson, from As You Like 
It, Brenda Findley from Midday 
Express, and Peter Brown from 
Radio Active. 


French content threatened 


One of the big topics of the day 
will undoubtedly be the cutbacks. 
Though 25 to 35 per cent cuts 
have been announced, what hasn't 
been mentioned is how they will 
apply regionally, said Ianson. 

One of the cuts that Ianson pre- 
dicts, is to the French broadcast 
of the Alberta news. The French 
broadcast is independent of the 
English broadcast, and comes 
with its own news agenda. It is 
simply not a matter of translating 
the English version into French, 
as many people think, explains 
Tanson, adding the French news- 
casts will probably come out of 
Winnipeg in the near future. 

“We all wish we knew what was 
happening with the cuts,” said 
Ianson. He does know that what- 
ever form the cutbacks take they 
probably will start taking effect by

he book rocks. No wonder 

Highway 61 director Bruce 
McDonald saw potential in Hard 
Core Logo for a film: Michael 
Turner's novel in poetic form is 
the literary equivalent of a one- 
minute punk thrash. 

Turner, the Vancouver-based 
author of two previous collec- 
tions, details the reunion and sub- 
sequent tour of mythic punk band 
Hard Core Logo. 

The poems consist of conversa- 
tions between band members, set 
lists, journal entries and the songs 
themselves. 

Among the latter is an instant 
classic titled Edmonton Block 
Heater. Rhapsodize the lyrics: 
“She’s been so good for me/she's 
always there throughout the 
day/Twelve volts a day.” It ain’t 
Byron, but it’s funny. 

Other poem titles give you the 
flavor of the book. They include 
Copy That Didn’t Make the 
Georgia Straight; A Freelance 
Interview at the Woolworth’s 
Coffee Bar, and Billy Tallent Live 
on CJSR. And yes, the latter is as 
in Edmonton’s very own alterna-

t should come as no surprise that 
one of Canada’s coldest Cities, 
Winnipeg, should spawn one of the 
world’s steamiest lines of fiction 
Harlequins.

667] t all happened in pretty much an afternoon of phone 
calls. It (was) one of those lucky days where every- 
body was in and everyone answered their phones.” 

In half a day, Blue Rodeo guitarist Greg Keelor had 
lined up some of Canada’s most prominent musical 
artists, the first step in creating a benefit album enti- 
tled Pine Ridge: An Open Letter to Alan Rock. Sarah 
McLaughlin, Ashley Maclsaac, the Tragically Hip and 
poet-author Michael Ondaatje were among 16 per- 
formers who agreed to contribute. 

The project benefits the Leonard Peltier Defence 
Committee and calls for freedom for Peltier, a mem- 
ber of the American: Indian Movement whose incar- 
ceration on questionable evidence for the murder of 
two FBI agents has made him one of North America’s 
most controversial prisoners. 

Keelor isn’t the first celebrity to take up Peltier’s 
cause. Willie Nelson and Rage Against the Machine 
have supported him, and Robert Redford directed and 
produced Incident at Oglala. That documentary 
detailed the violence, intimidation and duplicity 
which led to a fateful confrontation between Natives, 
law enforcement and FBI-supplied vigilantes in 1975 
on the Pine Ridge Reservation in the mineral-rich 
Black Hills. 

Ultimately charged for the murder of the agents, 
Peltier was captured after fleeing across the border to 
Alberta. Later, inquiries showed his subsequent. extra- 


dition from Canada involved coerced affidavits and 
FBI perjury. Peltier is currently two decades into a 
double life sentence. 

The cover of the CD, just out on Warner, features 
an eagle leaping through flames — familiar iconogra- 
phy in the Peltier cause. Inside lies an impassioned 
and lucid petition to Canadian federal justice minister 
Alan Rock, authored by Frank Dreaver, a Plains Cree 
who has worked nearly 17 years on Peltier’s behalf. 

The letter urges that Rock call on the American 
president to grant Peltier executive clemency. “There 
are thousands of letters into the White House on a 
daily basis,” Dreaver says. “I know that for a fact.” 

Keelor met Dreaver by chance in a Toronto steam 
bath. He wanted to help the Peltier cause, and music 
provided a natural means. “I'd written a song, and 
once I'd written a song then I wanted to record it.” 
Then he called some friends. 

“(The musicians) were all sort of thankful to be 
asked,” Keelor said. With the exception of Ondaatje, 
Keelor’s old professor and mentor, whom he person- 
ally solicited and recorded, the artists did their own 
recording. Montreal's Studio Morin Heights donated 
facilities and an engineer for mastering. 

Keelor, publicity shy by nature, finds the necessi- 
ties of hype slightly easier to stomach when it’s for a 
cause. “You get up on a soap box, and then you have 
to sell the soap box.” 

The trick may be, as with the Pine Ridge effort, to 
follow the hoopla with as much hard information as 
possible. And Dreaver sees Peltier’s release as only 
the beginning in a much longer struggle. 

“The people have the right to continue to fight this 
case, to expose the truth, so that we can hopefully 
have standards that say that this will never happen

don’t know if the beer-sodden 

capacity crowd was in the proper 
frame of mind to appreciate the, uh, 
esoteric content of the Butthole 
Surfers concert last Wednesday at 
the Rev. Much of the nuance was 
contained in a filmstrip the band 
brought along to accompany their 
expensive-lookin’ light show. 

I mean, J could see the inner sig- 
nificance of stock footage of sea 
otters at dinner but I suspect the 
message was lost on the 300-pound 
wet-dry vac I spent much of the 
show squished up against. 

I'm sure vocalist Gibby Haynes, 
guitarist Paul Leary and drummer 
King Coffey were pleased, howev- 
er, with the overall reaction (read 
confusion). The crowd was muted 
by the razzle-dazzle at first before it 
figured out, you can still body-surf 
in spite of smoke and mirrors. For 
an outfit that might best be 
described as rockabilly on speed, 
the Surfers created a spaced-out 
old-fashioned trip-out worthy of the 
Grateful Dead. 

Haynes seemed suitably burned- 
out, his pipes showed signs of road- 
wear, and even his rag-doll stage 
stumblings looked calculated. The 
real meat of the show was Leary’s 
stratospheric guitar and Coffey’s 
solid drumming, rendered weird by 
a strobe light flashing off his bald, 
grinning, death’s-head of a skull. 

I was distressed tho’, to overhear 
talk referring to the brand spanking 
new tour bus and rig parked out 
front: “Didja see all the money 


Butthole Surfers brought a 
Stage act worthy of the 
Grateful Dead to the Rev. 
parked out front?” said one long- 
hair to another. 

Seems to me the Surfers sure as 
hell didn’t build their rep on accu- 
Sations like this. Like Leary told me 
prior to the show, the band needs 
to win new money-spending fans 
and if the old ones don’t like what 
the Surfers are doing, well — the y 
ain't buying records, so who cares? 
To me, there was enough light, fog 
and flying bodies to approximate a 
good time in what will probably be 
one of the more memorable 1996 
Rev moments.

K, troops, Great Big Sea is a

Canadian director Bruce McDonald has made another movie about 





B tuce McDonald’s new movie, Hard Core 
Logo, detonates on-screen and the grit comes 
right through the script, right through the perfor- 
mances, right through the camera and into your 
real-life eyes. This ain’t no warm-and-fuzzy Siskel 
& Ebert babble. The film is—as punkers might say— 

fuckn’ brilliant. 

The movie itself is 100 per cent hard core, 
featuring guest spots from such West Coast 
favorites as Art Bergmann, the Modernettes 
and DOA. Also part of the blitz are two sound- 
track recordings, featuring everyone from the 
Odds and Cub, to Rusty, and Hard Core Logo: 
the book. 

Hard Core offers no dividing line. Joe Dick is 
Hugh Dillon and Hugh Dillon is Joe Dick. Same 
for Edmonton’s own Callum Keith Rennie (a 
former Strathcona High student) who slides 
into Billy Tallent and rolls right back to being 
Callum Keith Rennie again. No point separates 
the actors from the characters or their motive 
from their intent. 

The story is simple. A Canadian band, Hard 
Core Logo, goes ona cross-country tour, 
inspired by the life of Bucky Haight, leader of 
the legendary punk outfit Nazis in the White 
House. The band stops at the shrine of 
Bucky — his home — and has a Nabob 
moment, re-boots their reality setting and con- 

tinues to the ultimate end. 


Group dynamic strong 


It’s a documentary. It’s a buddy movie. It’s a 
quest film. But, thankfully, it avoids the moral 
high ground because the heavenly back lighting 
would make the story an obvious target for the 
cynicism of its own cast members. 

I met Callum Keith Rennie at Toronto's Bar 
Italia this last summer.

ma conceit. Rennie, who makes himself vulner- 
able every time he takes on a new role, believes 
the director was making a commitment by 
appearing on screen. “It meant he had his ass 
on the line, too.” 

Their personal backgrounds, Rennie’s taking 
place on the North Saskatchewan River and 
Dillon's in Kingston, Ontario, happily bas- 
tardize the ol’ Nietzsche adage: What doesn't 
kill ya, makes you rowdier, The pivotal point in 
Rennie’s life, which airlifted him out of a career 
in drugs, took the shape of a piece of glass 
which found its way into his eye during the 
course of a barroom fight. 

For Dillon, who knew even from wee child- 
hood that he was meant for the musical spot- 
light, his epiphany is best described with his 
recommendation of “Feel the cartilage here in 
my ear (and yes, there is substantial cartilage 
geography in that shell pink ear of his)... [had 
a little problem with some bikers I owed 
money to.” Nothing like personal injury to 
change a man's thinking. 

But the luck which brought these two merry 
seditionists together almost didn't happen. 
Dillon comes by the role of Joe Dick honestly 
(as much as anyone can honestly come by a 
role with the name Joe Dick) because he is also 
the lead singer for the band The Headstones, 
who are just finishing WORK cmt Hopi tied r.

Individual styles surface 


The blend of their two individual, but dis- 
parate approaches to acting created an inter- 
esting Gestalt.

he words “Based On A True 

Story” are often the kiss of death 
for a movie. The genetic mutations 
Hollywood produces out of histori- 
cal events are often far removed 
from the events themselves. Ghost 
And The Darkness suffers mild 
symptoms of this process, but still 
remains an entertaining picture. 

Val Kilmer (Heat) is Colonel 
Patterson, a British Army engineer 
sent to Africa to oversee construc- 
tion of a railway bridge. (The site 
of the bridge is named Tsabo, 
which translates to “a place of 


slaughter.”) The picture is set in 
1898, when the British, French, 
and Germans were in a race to 
“save Africa from the Africans” as 
Kilmer’s employer puts it. 

Upon Kilmer’s arrival, he discov- 
ers that there have been several 
lion attacks on the camp. Kilmer 
shoots and kills a lion during his 
first night, but rather than stop- 
ping the attacks, the shooting 
brings the wrath of two cunning 
man-eating lions which the natives 
begin calling ‘The Ghost’ and ‘The 
Darkness.’ 

When Kilmer is unable to kill the 
two beasts, help arrives in the 
form of Remington, a great white 
hunter sent to help stop the car- 
nage. Michael Douglas (The 
American President) plays the 
slightly crazed hunter who joins 
Kilmer in a series of showdowns 
as the two men attempt to hunt 
down the great cats.
